RAILROAD DISASTERS. 
BRIDGES WASHED AWAY. 
No such rain-storm as that which prevailed in 
the southern partof Wisconsin Wednesday night 
has ever before occurred in that section. On 
the Wisconsin Division of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, for a circuit of about 25 miles, 
and especially between Lawrence and Shopieer, 
the rain came down in torrents for nearly three 
hours. It is the general opinion that a water- 
spout must have bursted over that point. The 
rivers and creeks soon became terrific streams, 
carrying along everything in their path, destroy- 
ing nearly all the bridges and numberless oul- 
verts in that section, and great damage gen- 
— — — particularly to the railroadg. A 
number of trains on the Chi & Northwest- 
ern Railroad 
WERE DITCHED AND WRECKED, 
aod the loss of human life was quite consider- 
able. The most severe of the accidents occurred 
at Lawrence, a email station on the Wisconsin

HOW THE FLOODS CAME DOWN. 


Aboot five weeks have elapsed since the heavy 
August floods which did so much damage in this 
county, especially in the Towns of Palos and 
Worth. Since that time there have been only 
occasions! showers, and in the early part of this 
week farmers were beginning to express a do- 
sire for a little moisture, and «ity people were 
clamoring for rain in order that they might be 
saved the trouble of sprinkling their garden 
plots and grass lawns with water from the 
lake. Their moistest wishes have been 
fully realized, and they have learned for 
the hundredth time how unwise it is to express 
a desire for anything in the weather way. The 
storm seafon began again about midnight 
of Wednesday. A heavy storm came slowly up 
from the west, and reached its full force in the 
city about 2 o'clock. The wind blew violently, 
driving the rain before it in blinding torrents, 
and the incessant lightoing and thunder—the 
latter far more violent than any this season— 
awakened all householders. The storm contin- 
ued with almost unaba“ed force until about 4 
o'clock, when it gradually began to cease, but 
the heavens remained overcast until 11 yester- 
day morning. Outside the city the violence of 
the storm was mainly felt in the northern part 
of this county, and in Lake and McHenry Coun- 
ties. Its disastrous effects upon the North- 
western Railroad is detailed in another 
column. In the city itself no damage 
was done. The ditches were soon filled with 
water and the capaciry of the sewers for a short 


time was sorely taxed; but even in the low 
lands in the Sixth, Seventh, and part of the Pi- 
teenth Wards, none of the inhabitants were 


routed from their slumber by a watery invasion. 
THE SECOND FLOOD. 

Toward noon the skies cleared off, the sun 
shone warmiy, and the temperature became suil- 
try and oppressive. About 3, in accordance with 
the prophecy of the weather-report, which di- 
lated upon ‘‘occasional rains” for this sec- 
tion, it again began raining slightly, but not 
with any force until 5 o'clock, when it came down 
in torrents quite as heavily as on the preceding 
evening, though accompanied by less wind.

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


A Conttict er Authority—The tuterit- 
tional Indian Fair.-Puaishment of 
Murderer-— The Proposed Constitu- 
tion—Crops.

Mosxoort, Creek Nation, Ind. Ter., Sept. 4.— 
About three years ago, a Deputy Umted States 
Marshal, named Isabel, duvide & conflict with 
some negroes, was charged with killing à man 
and woman amen them. He waa arrested, 
tried, and acquitted, before the United States 
Distries Court at Fort Smith, Ark. A few days 
since, Checote, Chief of the Creeks, upon dis- 
Govery Of alleged new évidedce against Leabol, 
mate u requisition upon Maj. Ingalls, United 
States Indian Agent, for him; who, in turn, 
made demand on Chief Ross, of the Cherekéo 
Nation, where Isabel resides,—ho.being 4 citi- 
gen of that nation by marriage. Ohief Ross 
surrendered bim to a Creek posse, consisting of 
four negroes armed with shot-guns, who con- 
veyed him to the house ot Abe Kernel, 
a Creek hégrd, on the banks of the Verdigris 
River. The friends of Isabel, fearing that he 
would be massacred, from the fact that the 
posse left the main road and went by an unustal 
route, apphed to the #ost-Commander (Lieut. 
Woodfui) at Fort Gibson for assistance to pro- 
tect him. That officer, before action, sought an 
interview with Agent Ingails, and, finding him 
absent en official business, ordered a detachment 
of soldiers to bribg the prisomdér back to Gibson. 
The soldiers found the prisoner chained down 
on a bed; a heavy guard of armed negroes about 
bim: aud, from the surroundings, there is litt fo 
room for doubt that he would have been killed 
before morning but for their timely arrival and 
execution of theic orders. There is, therefore. 
a sharp conflict between the Indian Office and 
the military, und how it will be tettied remame 
te be toon.

Mercer County and Its Seat of Justice. 
Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
Aro, l., Sept. 6.—Thinking that a few sta- 
tistics in regard to the resources of Mercer 
County might prove interesting to Taz Tarpune 
reader, I have briefly condensed such information 
as is attainabie in regard to its past history, aad 
design to make a few femarks in regard to the 
prospects for the future. In the first place, we 
have no later statistical information than that 
futvoished by the Goverument Census of 1870. 
A Publishing Company canvassed thie county 
thoroughly last year, obtaining the requisito num- 
ber of eubsecribers, for what was to be a full and 
complete atlas-map of Mercer County, with the 
customary information. Last spring was deliy- 
ered to the victims of this subscription, at 
$10 each, an illustrated map of the residences 
of such wers as were willing to pay 
handsomely for the same, while it contaizied no 
manner of information whatever as to popula- 
tion or thé resourcés of the county. with the 
bate exception of a mall table compiled from 
the Government Census. With a subsoription- 
list embracing almost every adult male in the 
county, aad até the figure ef $10 each, we had 
every reason to expect a county-map with valua- 
ble information ; but, in lieu thereof, we have 
to console as, for the loss of our money, a pic- 
torial map Calculated to please the eyes of chil- 
dren, with paid- for biographical dketches of 4 
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prospeféns town in the codvty. 

The first newspaper pndlished id the county 
was the New toa Advertiser, wtarted in 1845, 
The first paper started in this place was the Alo- 
do Aecord, iu Jaly, 1867. Mr. Horace Bigelow, 
one of ile present editors and proprictors, was 
ove of the original founders, The Aledo 
Banner, Under a different name, wag started in 
October, 1866, The former is the n 
organ of the Bepubliesa party ia this county, 
while the tatter claims to be ladependept. Both 
of these mewspapers fave good circulations, with 
Mange and lucrattive oficd-patronnyge. 

The growth of Aledo ig tnprecedentéd, and, 

Witbits tue past two yeare, the population bus 
about doubled. It is o taushroom gfowth, ow- 
ing its prosperity to some Undue cement. or 
depending upon an unknown future. It is the 
centre of one of ths richest aprictiltural regions 
in the State, with soil of unsurpaséed fertility.

THE WEST TOWN BOARD, 

We endeavored in vain to head off the tax- 
grabbing Celts who constitute the South 
Town officers; we could not hold the Jus- 
tices to their plain, sworn duty, and the 
thievish grabs were made, though not quite 
to the same extent as last year. We think 
we discover a better disposition in the Jus- 
tices of the West Town Board. Every prop- 
osition that looked like a grab and steal was 
put aside at the last meeting. Though Jus- 
tice Esernnarnpr was absent (and he ought 
not to have been), the remaining Justices re- 
fused to permit the Assessor to take the va- 
cant seat and vote on his own salary, as was 
shamefully permitted in the South Town. 
There will be another meeting Saturday 
evening, when the question of fixing the 
salaries will come up. There are seven Jus- 
tices, and every one of them ought to be 
present. Five of them constitute a majority 
of the Board, and can prevent any stealing. 
Messrs. Sounrny and Morarron will un- 
questionably oppose the grabs to the 
bitter end, and the public expect that 
Messrs. Suwenrpan, Inoersort, Matson, 
and Exsrrumaxpr will likewise set their 
face like flint against them. It would be 
gratifying, too, if Justice Sarispury would 
unite with the others, and make the defeat of 
the grabbers unanimous. The Supervisor 
has the cheek to ask for $1,822! He 
would be well paid if he received $100, which 
would be at the rate of $5 a day of actual 
service of very few hours per day, and not 
one of the Justices ought to consent to give 
him a penny more. The clerk would be well 
paid at $50, as he has scarcely a thing in the 
world to do, and as no financial or other re- 
sponsibility attaches to his position. If the 
West Side Justices will insist upon limiting 
these salaries to what they ought to be, there 
will be less corrupt repeating and villainous 
ballot-box stuffing at the next election, these 
annual town grabs may be stopped for all 
time, and the tax-payers of Chicago will save 
nearly $100,000 a year in the three towns. 
Each of the Justices should keep this well 
in mind. 

A SINGULAR CURRENCY. 

The Grangers of Sangamon County had a 
nice picnic on Wednesday, which was en- 
livened by some good rural poetry by one of 
the Pomonas, and offset. by one of S. M.

But the most novel feature of the occasion 
was a new currency proposed by one For- 
syTue, who is announced as the Chaplain of 
the State Grange. If the treasures which 
Chaplain Fonsrrnx recommends his flock to 
lay up in Heaven be no more valuable or im- 
perishable than those he suggests for earthly 
uses, we fear that he will makelittle headway 
in the work of converting sinners to forego 
the pleasures of this life to secure them. 
According to Chaplain Forsyruz’s idea of 
money, the Government ought to take bits of 
paper and print thereon : 


proposition entirely original, and has never 
heard of one Jon Law. He was a gentle- 
man who lived in the latter part of the seven- 
teenth and the early part of the eighteenth 
centuries, and endeavored to supply France 
during the regency of the Duke of Orleans 
with just such a currency as Chaplain For- 
SYTHE now pro for this country. Here 
is Mr. Jon Law’s idea, set forth by himself 
in his own words : 

But this scarcity of specie generally comes from the 
enlightened cupidity of neighboring nations and the 
blind distrust of our own countrymen, The foreigner, 
amateur also of gold and silver, has an infinite variety 
cf resources for drawing our specie away from us, 
such as bribing our own by illicit and crimi- 
nal gains; and even the mibjects, without engaging in 
these misdeeds, shut up these SIGNS OF TRANSMIS- 
SION as though they were a rea) treasure, being in- 
duced thereto by fear or distrust, which I call, in every 
case, blind and irrational, because it arrests the circu- 
lation and thiows difficulties in the way of the State, 
and is more likely than anything else to plunge the 
people into the poverty which they dread, 

But here is the sovereign remedy forthisill; It is 
to give the people a SIGN OF TRANSMISSION, of 
which the materiai shall be of native growth, the vol- 
ume of which the Prince may augment and diminish 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE WANTS OF THE 
STATE AND OF COMMERCE, and, above all, WHICH 
SHALL HAVE NO INTRINSIC VALUE! 

Mr. Law, having ancceeded to the control 
of the finances of France, issued his sort of 
money to the amount of nearly 2,000,000,000 
livres (about the value of the present franc). 
Gold and silver disappeared from circula- 
tion; the crash came, and dreadful was the re- 
sult; and, finally, Mr. Jon Law had to fly the 
country to save his life. Chaplain Forsyruxz 
probably does not care to go through with 
Mr. Jon Law's personal experience, and he 
will probably be saved the trial by the good 
sense of the American people, who will de- 
cline to adopt any make-believe money. 


THE NEW YORK REPU PUBLICAN ICAN CONVEN- 


TION, 
The New York Republicans in their State 
Convention on Wednesday last spoke out 


| clearly and boldly upon all the political issues 


of the day, and presented them to the people 
of that State with ah enthusiasm and una- 
nimity which will rally the entire Republican 
element of the State, and call back those 
who have wandered away from their party. 
The Convention was doubly fortunate, first, 
in its platform, and second, in its ticket. 
The platform is built solidly and put togeth- 
er without quibble or evasion. It is compre- 
hensive enough for any Republican to stand 
upon, and every Republican will know upon 
what he is stending. There is no half-way 
work, no botching, no weak planks or knot- 
holes. Every plank is sound to the core and 
built of good Republican doctrine. In this 
respect, it stands in striking contrast with 
the compromises of alarm and subterfuges 
for safety which were noticeable in the Penn- 
sylvania Convention on the same day. It is 
an earnest, honest, and manly declaration of 
Republican principles. With regard to the 
policy of the National Government, it impar- 
tially declares that the Government should be 
in the hands of those who sustain the guar- 
antees of the amended Constitution; and at 
the same time admirably defines the relations 
which should exist between the Government 
and the Southern States, viz.: a just, gen- 
erous, and forbearing policy, a firm refusal to 
use the military power extept where 
such use is warranted by the Con- 
stitution, and the local enforcement 
of national authority by those only who 
are in favor of such a policy and will enforce 


ligion. The Jnterior believes it is the fruit 
of dogma. That is the exact difference be- 
tween us, As against an Interior revival of 
dogma, which would consign all who don't 
believe in the Interior dogma to an uncom- 
fortably warm place, we prefer a revival of 
honesty, which the Interior says is nonsense. 
Meanwhile, as Taz Trrsuwz has no idea of 
abandoning the Interior to its fate or sur- 
rendering it over wholly to the Evil One, it 
would suggest to the Jnterior not to lose its 
temper and call people “liars.” Such epi- 
thets are not becoming, even in the mouth of 
a dogmatist, much less in that of a Christian. 


The most potent reason against a success- 
ful revival of communism in its supposed 
stronghold—France—is steadily ignored by 
political theorists and prophets in England 
and the United States. Itis the marked in- 
crease in the comfort of the average French 
workingman. Comfort and communism are 
incompatible forces. The triumph of either 
involves the diminution of the other. When 
the Revolution of 93 was at its height, the 
peasantry of France were communists of the 
most approved stripe. They sacked and 
burned their landlord’s chateaux and stole all 
the property they could lay hands on. But 
the peasantry of to-day are of the most rig- 
idly anti-communistic type. The change in 
their feelings is due to the improvement in 
their material condition brought about 
by the land laws and the aboli- 
tion of the oppressive taxes of the 
old system. The scarecrow of threatened 
communism, worked by wires that centered 
at the Tuileries, made them devoted adher- 
ents tothe Third Empire, which promised 
their property protection. The same cause 
is producing the same effect among the work- 
men. A report published a few days ago by 
a committee, appointed by the Assembly to 
consider the material and economic condition 
of the laboring classes, shows this. The law 
of 1851, after which the recent Artisan- 
Dwellings bill of England was patterned, has 
had an important influence in bettering the 
homes of the poor. Structures on the plan of 
the Pzasopy buildings, however, have not 
succeeded. The report says: 
buildings, a kind of barracks, occupied solely 
by workmen, had serious inconveniences 
in a moral and even political point 
of view, to avoid which, strict supervision, 
supported with difficulty, had to be organ- 
ized.” Much has been done by employers. 
The great Creusot Iron Company lets its em- 
ployes a house ata rent that barely covers 
expenses, Other companies regularly set 
apart a percentage of their profits in improv- 
ing the homes of their operatives. These 
well-meant attempts are regarded with con- 
siderable suspicion by the workingmen, who 
think that their wages are lowered by just the 
amount spent on their homes. This feeling 
seems quite general. The 14,000 employes 
of the Orleans Railway Company, who are 
supplied with food and clothing in the Com- 
pany's stores at about 30 per cent below 
market prices, actually complain of this as 
an evil. Co-operation has done something 
to benefit the individual workingman, 
but the political bias that has been given te 
it has been fatal to its general success. The

If it is not worth while to redeem 
shinplasters, it would surely be folly to take 
the trouble to redeem sinners. This man 


had been kept at school when a pov and 
drilled in the rudiments of political economy, 
he would not have made such a fool of him- 
self before an audience that doubtless sur- 
passed him in both honesty and intelligence. 
Perhaps he is not too old to learn something 
yet. In that case, he had better save up 75 
cents and buy a copy of the “Primer of 
Political Economy.” 

Sending a delegation of French artisans to 
the London Exhibition of 1862 gave birth to 
the International. Nothing so horrifying 
followed the repetition of the idea in 1873, 
during the Vienna Exposition, and it is to be 
again repeated in 1876. Representatives 
from more than fifty of the French trade- 
unions, including those of the jewelers, 
linen-workers, painters, designers, carvers, 
tailors, weavers, cabinet-makers, carriage- 
builders, and artificial-flower-makers, will 
appear at Philadelphia. As far as the paint- 
ers, tailors, and carriage-builders are con- 
cerned, we need not, perhaps, be afraid of 
much criticism. The others, too, will doubt- 
less gather many hints even from the articles 
in which they will justly see something to 
condemn. The French workingmen who 
went to Vienna had their expenses paid by 
voluntary contributions of their unions. 
We presume this will be the case in 1876. 
American unions might take the hint to ad- 
vantage, unless they manage to waste all 
their means in useless strikes before the Cen- 
tennial show begins.

and not the mere agent of the States. We 
commend this doctrine to the Democrats of 
Ohio, Missouri, and Connecticut. 

The Convention, going further, denounced 
any union of Church and State; and avowed 
that the public schools should be kept free

This is the only kind of money which 
Chaplain Forsyrue thinks the country ought 
to have. Itis no promise to pay. It does 
not look to redemption or conversion. It 
does not contemplate gold or silver. It is to 
have no intrinsic value whatever. It is to be 
a mere Government fiat, stamped on pieces 
of paper, which every man must accept in 
exchange for any valuable commodity he may 
have to sell, or any valuable service he per- 
forms. In actual value, a thousand-dollar 
note will be worth just as much as a one- 
dollar note, and neither will be worth the in- 
finitesimal fraction of a cent. 

Of course there is no limit to be put upon 
such money as this. There is nothing to do 
but to print it in such quantities as may be 
“needed.” The Government assumes the 
functions of the Almighty,—in fact, exceeds 
them, for the best thing the Almighty 
could conceive for man’s usé and benefit as 
a currency—as a medium of exchange— 
was gold. But this Chaplain would stamp a 
piece of paper with a meaningless utterance, 
and, presto, change! that piece of paper im- 
mediately becomes worth ten or a thousand 
gold dollars, This sort of currency will make 
our country a new Arcadia. The first thing 
for the Government to do will be to stop all 
taxation, and thenceforth pay off all expenses 
in the new money. It will require about 
three weeks to print money enough to pay 
off the whole national debt. After that, the 
Government may set its printing-presses to 
work and run off money enough to pay 
all the State, county, and municipal debts. 
Having done this, the Government could, at 
very small expense to itself, print enongh 
money to pay off the debts of all the individ. 
uals. It could then order a general sus- 
pension of productive and industrial labor, 
direct the people to buy in other countries 
whatever they want, and furnish them with 
money enough to pay for all the things their 
hearts could desire. 

This would be all very lovely; but sup- 
pose the people of other countries should re- 
fuse to receive these bits of printed paper, 
what then? Suppose, for instance, a grocer 
of Springfield should buy $100,000 worth of 
coffee, sugar, and molasses for the people of 
Sangamon County. His present practice is 
to go to New York and sell his greenbacks to 
the gold-brokers for the highest price he can 
get. He then sends the gold to Brazil and 
Cuba, buys his coffee, sugar, and molasses, 
and sells them at a sufficient margin to cover 
the fluctuations and depreciation. But no- 
body will give gold for Chaplain Forsrrue’s 
currency, because there is no promise or pre- 
tense that it will ever be redeemed in gold. 
The grocer would have to send 
his bills, which we very much fear would not 
be accepted in Brazil and Cuba: So it would 
be if the Pomonas and Ceres of 
County wanted any French silks, or if the 
doctors needed opium, or the children got 
the ague and required quinine. Unless these 
bills were accepted as money in France, the 
Indies, Peru, and the other countries where 
we buy more than we pay for in products of 
the land, the people of Sangamon County 
would have to go without their coffee, their 
silks, their drugs, etc., ete. If Chaplain Fon- 
r, or any of his flock, ean inform us how 
this little difficulty can be overcome when we 
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prompt arrest and summary punishment of 
all offenders. In this direction it gives ita 
policy a local application by sustaining the 
present Executive of the State in his crusade 
against the Canal Ring thieves and plunderers, 
— crusade which, by the way, was set 
on foot under a Republican regime before 
Gov. Tum commenced to enforce it. Upon 
the currency question, the Convention was 
outspoken in its demands for sound 
money. There was no conflict of 
factions on this point; no necessity 
for compromise in order to appease any part 
of the State. It will require no effort upon 
the part of any Republican in New York to 
know where he is standing. Republicans of 
that State will not have to ride two horses 
at once like the Democrats. The silly vapor- 
ing of the New York Herald is set at rest by 
an unequivocal declaration of opposition to 
the election of any President for a third 
term. This will end young Benxnert’s asinine 
articles on Cmsarism. True to their tradi- 
tions, the Republicans of this Convention 
defined themselves in the most unequivocal 
manner upon the Ultramontane-Democratic 
attempt to break down the public-school sys- 
tem of the country.

The free public school is the bulwark of the Ameri- 
can Republic; we therefore demand the ungualified 
maintenance of the public-school system, and its sup- 
port by equal taxation. We are opposed to all sec- 
tional appropriations, and we denounce as crime 
against liberty and republican institutions any project 
for a sectarian division or perversion of the school 
fund of the State. 

As against the insidious effort of the De- 
mocracy to retain the Catholic vote by endan- 
gering the existence of our public schools, 
every friend of education and every right- 
minded parent who has children in school 
will rally to their defense against sectarian 
and corrupt politicians.

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It is of value to compare this report with 
those submitted by the French workingmen 
sent to the Vienna Exposition. The latter 
have just been published, and are reviewed 
in a late number of the Revue des Deum Mondes. 
They may be taken as the authoritative 
utterances of the working classes. These 
reports admit that wages have risen in France 
of late, but claim that the cost of liv- 
ing has increased in a greater ratio. 
They show that industrial education has 
made great advances, thanks to the trade- 
unions, which have organized technical 
schools. Almost without exception, the re- 
ports condemn strikes. This is a very note- 
worthy fact. It shows that the French 
workingman is far in advance of his English 
or American fellow on this important point. 
It appears, too, from these interesting state- 
ments, that the laboring classes hope to see 
the wage-system abolished, and capital and 
labor united in the possession of the present 
wage-earners, but they expect this to come 
about, not by a sudden revolution, but by a 
process of orderly evolution, Councils of 
workingmen are to be formed. These will 
establish societies for co-operative dis- 
tribution. The capital accumulated by 
these societies and by the trade- 
unions is then to be used in starting 
part of the members in a co-operative work- 
shop. The process of accumulation will go 
on meanwhile, and the next round sum of 
money saved will start another workshop. 
Thus by degrees the whole body of workmen 
in each trade will establish themselves in 
business. This is the programme of action 
which Taz Tzrunz has often urged upon 
the attention of unionists. When it is com- 
pared. with the babyish dependence of 
French workingmen, hitherto, upon the 
State; when its calm and ordered develop- 
ment is contrasted with the fierce passion of 
the Commune; when the evident material 
and moral advance of the individual laborer 
is considered, then the ghostly terror of the 
Commune fades away, and fear of the future 


is replaced by hope.

IN GENERAL, 
APPEARANCE OF THINGS YESTERDAY. 

All day yesterday the great Exposition building 
was filled with workmen ermployed by the exbibit- 
ors to put their goods in proper order for dis- 
play ; by mechinics who were busy testing the 
ionumerabie machines of all sorts on exhibition, 
adjusting connections with the main shafting, 
and getting things generally in running order— 
which is no easy matter ; with scientific piscicul- 
turists stocking the aquarium, and with hun- 
dreds of other folks who were rearranging arti- 
cles on exhibition. Doubtieas it will always be 
60; for no matter how prompt the Di- 
rectors may be in getting all in readiness for the 
opening day, a large proportion of the exhibit- 
ors seem to be of opinion that the proper thing 
is to have as much hammering and sawing and 
pitching round of tools and pieces of machinery 
about their spaces for a fortnight afterward. 
Evidently it will be so to a great extent at the 
present exhibition, and when it is over with on 
the main floor then the army of workmen who 
now impede passage therd will be transferred to 
the gallery, which as yet is not half set in order. 

THE RESULT OF YESTERDAY'S LABOR, 
however, was to restore to order much that was 
in chaotic disorder the day previous, notably 
ia the machinery department, and in the even- 
ing a vast deal more was to be seen, in au ap- 
preciable way, than atthe opening. Whoever 
understands the difficulties which beset exhibit- 
ors, more especially in this department, io get- 
ting machioery into position in good workiag 
order, will be disposed to credit them as a body 
with haviog pushed their arrangements with the 
utmost dispatch. 

Notable among the new features yesterday was 

THE ACUARIUM 
in the south end of the building, which, for the 
first time, was stocked with a variety of the 
choicest of the finny tribe, none of which at- 


, tracted more atteation than did the flue speci- 


menus of trout. The work of stocking the nu- 
merous tanks, which took place in the afternoon, 
was watched with ae interest by many specta- 
tors. The water had to be reduced to the right 
temperature—for some of the .rout about 63 
dog. Fahrenhent—by — ico in the tanks 
Some of them were not wholly cieansed from the 
putty and cement used to fill up the joints; 
and, between the ice aud the putty and 
red lead, several of the finest of the tront 
died within a few minutes after bring placed iu 
the tanks. Then thermometers were brought 
to test the temperature, and the lesser tanks 
were emptied and cleansed, and leaves of ma- 
rine plants placed therein ; which done, the fish 
seemed tö enjoy the exhibition very comforta- 
bly, and for the rest of the day they were dis- 
porting themselves in a way that must have 
been tantalizing to an angler. 
FRUIT. 

The display made by the American Pomologic- 
al Society was one of the most interesting 
features of the exbibition yesterday. The 
profusion of fruits of all sorts and 
of the rarest varieties has never been 
equaled in the West, if anywhere in the United 
States. Among these is « collection of 270 va- 
rieties of pears alone, entered by Marshall P. 
Wilder, of Boston, President of the Association ; 

egranates, figs, oranges, and lemons, by D. 
Redmond, of Ocean Springs, Mies.; a display 
of apples, „ aod grapes, all of the most 
luscious sorte, by Western, of Aliegan County, 
Mich. ; and a splendid lot of grapes and pears 
by the Potomac fruii-growers of Virginia. 
About this quarter of the exhibition 
may at all times be -found gathered 
together little knots of enthusiastic fruit-grow- 
ers, who are as intently ocoupied with criticisms 
and discussion of the fruits displayed as ever 
were a throng of ladies at Field & Leiter’s open- 
ing over new styles of dress goods. The centenary 
fruits (those grown from grafts made a hundred 
or more yoars ago), particularly the fine speci- 
mens of pears from trees nearly 200 years old, 
were the central attraction to the fruit-growers 
and fruit-fanciers. The fruit-tasters as well 
were on hand, but it was only the favored few— 
those whose judgment was esteemed worth having 
—who were honored with an invitation to try a 
thiu alice of some particularly fine pear or a 
couple of rare grapes. The display made is a 
fine illustration of what has been eccomplished 
by the application of scientific methods in im- 
proving ualities of fru.ts, and in edapting to 
our soil climate fruit-trees and vines that 
it had deen supposed belonged exclusively to 
the tropics or to other foreign lands. When 
analogous scientific methods are applied to 
farming wo may expect to see proportionate ro- 
suite in the way of improved and increased 
yields of the staple crops. 

THE ART-GALLERY. 

Early in the afternoon the art-gallery was the 
chosen resort of u considerabie number of peo- 
ple, who seized the occasion before the crowd 
came of quietly eujoying the display there. They 
found opportunity to examine the paintings at 
their leisure, and with the aid of the printed 
catalogues, now that the numbering of the paint- 
ings is completed to correspond with the cata- 
logue, were relieved from asking ques- 
tions. # Hence, those who could nut 
admire a painting without first finding out wheth- 
er it was by a famous artist or not bad only to 
consult their catalogues and admire accordingly 
in most approved tashion. However, the num- 
ber of people who thoroughly enjoyed the works 
in the art-gallery, without regard to who paiat- 
ed them or to what school they belonged, was 
far more ceusidorabie than all the others com-

evening, the crowd began to pour, but was 
check by the storm, and the attendance 
was rather slim for a second night 
at the Exposition. Those who went, bowever, 
enjoved the affair thoroughly, and with the more 
zest because they avoided the jam that was to 
have been expected.

glishman, born in Lancashire m 1801, but was 
brought to this country when a child by his 
father, who became a paper-hanger in Ohio. As 
was the case with two-thirds of our early art- 
ists, he gained his first knowledge of the art of 
painting from a traveling portrait-vainter. He 
made his way to Philadelphia in tho gos to New 
York, and in the latter city receive. the encour- 


agement of Durand and Trumball. His studies | 


were continued in Europe, in England, France. 
and Italy, especially Florence, and he became an 
acknowledged leader of art in America, and 
one of the founders of the National 
Academy. He died in his prime in 1848. His 
works are landscapes, the most notable three 
series of large pictures with an allegorical pur- 
pose. ‘The Voyage of Life” is well known 
all over the country by emgravings. The 
„Course of Empire” is in the possession of 
the New York Historical Society. The Cross 
aud the World,” which is exhibited here, belongs 
to Vincent Colyer, and ie usually hung in the 
rooms of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
in New York. The artist painted it for himself, 
but died before it was completed; the original 
included several more pictures rep- 
the course of the “ word- 
ling” as they represent that of the 
Christian. The first pictufe is common 
to both series, representing two youths choosing 
different paths. Cole was a mas of sincere re- 
ligious character. His devote epirit was on one 
cecasion much scandalized by s caricature by 
Mount on his Voyage of Life,” which repre- 
sented av angel lifting the aged pilgrim by the 
collar from his boat, while the devil anavailingly 
stretched his claws from below. How seriously 
the preseot pictures were painted is indicated by 
the following extracts from the artist's letters, 

In a note dated Jan. 1, 1846, Mr. Cole says: 
„1 Jong for the time when I can paint whatever 
my imagination would dictate, without fear 
of rupniag into pecuniary difficulties. age 
I heave nd commiesion for the work 
Tue Cross and the World J, and my means 
are scarcely competent for mo to accomplisn so 
great an undertaking. But the work, I trust, is a 
good one. and I will venture in faith and hope.” 
Again, Feb. 1, 1847, be writes. “My birthday. 
How they steal on ps one by che. Few are the 
steps across the fielis of fe, and there is no ro- 
turn. Eternity opens before ne. O Lord, in 
Thee I have trusted; let me never be confound- 
ed.’ This day I have painted the sky in the first 
picture of the Cross and the Vorid.“ 

The artist died within a few months after 
writing this, and without finishing the work, and 
we cannot comment lightly as any rate on the 
ides of the work. He has been criticised by the 
realistic school as a man wao did not paint 
accurately, who painted not an Oak tree or an 
elm tree, but a tree in general, aad has also been 
credited with more of correct ambition and ar- 
tistic feeling than manual skill Nevertheless, 
he belongs tothe higher schoo. of lanpscape- 
painters, and bids fair to hold his own in reputa- 
tion. Sixty-three works by him were exhibited 
af tor his doath. 

EMMANUEL LEUTZ, 

whose pictures, loaned by Mr. Leavitt, of Dar- 
rington, Mass., hang close by Cole's, was also 
born in Europe. in Wurtembug, the son of 
a mechanic, and removed a@riy to Amer- 
ica. In 1841. when he vas 2 years 
old. he studied in Dusseldorf unter Lessing, and, 
gaining reputation as a historical painter, was 
thenceforward largely busied apon the repro- 
sentation of American and foeign historical 
events until his death, which occurred within the 
last yoar or two. 

„Washington Crossing the Delaware,” widely 
engraved, is the best known of lus pictures. He 
is the author aleo of the great “fresco in the 
glass method” on the staircase of the Hall of 
Representatives at Washington called West- 
werd Ho!“ representing a travel-vorn emigrant 
train reaching the top of the divids and coming 
in sight of the Western promised And. He also 
painted portraite,—one of Gen. Grant,—some 
pictures suggested by Irving’s Sketch-Book, 
the Landing of the Northmen,” &c. 

Personally, Leutze is describedas a fiery, im- 
petuous man, who would have been an adven- 
turer if he had not been an artist, aud a saying 
of Emerson's, there is hope in mxtrevagance, 
there is none in routine, has hen applied to 
him. Those who admire his worts had better 
read Jarves, and those who qjslike them consult 
Tuckerman—and they will find reasons for mod- 
ifving their opinions respectively.

A fine view of a part of Trenton Fails by Bou- 
telle (A.) bangs in the southeast corner. On 
the west wall, south of the door, is a picture by 
James M. Hart (N. A.), New England Land- 
scape (No. 75). 

| THE HARTS, 

William and James, are brothers, Scotchmen by 
birth, bred mechanics. James is the younger, a 
man now between 40 and 50, who began life as a 
coach- ter’s my seers in Albany, N. T., but 
found his way to dorf (by the time he was 
23 or 24) as a student of art, and, after his re- 
turn, practiced his profession a few years in 
Albany, and then opened a studioin New York 
City, where he bas ever since lived. The present 
picture tells more of him as an artist than 
can be easily expressed in words, a quiet, 
well-baianced, satisfactory picture, which will 
please cultivated people more than it wiil the 
average visitor. There is another picture by 
James Hart in the corridor (No. 430). William 
Hart bas a group in the east middle room which 
will be the subject of comment later. 

A good portrait by J. J. Hammer, Duffy 
(No. 67), is worth voticing, and also Gerry's 
„Moment by the Brook” (No. 79). 

The enormous picture of cattle, horses, and 
sheep, on the wess wall, The Alexander 


Farm,” is by 
JAMES H. BEARD, 

(N. A.) The gnimals in this picture are all 
portraits of valuable stock belonging 
to thie farmer's farm, and the Iand- 
scape also is painted from vature. As a pict- 
ure it possesses little interest, and it may be 
said that any one of the principal animals would 
be better than all of them,—-the necessity of 
exlubiting each plainly having laid the artist 
under the necessity of stringing them ont at the 
expense of grouping and foreshorter Un- 
der the circumstances, thero is a great deal of 
skill. not only in the execution of the individual 
avimals, for which dis famous, but in the 
management of the picture as a whole. Mr. 
Beard speat two or three years upon it, and it is 
said that $18,000 have been refused for it by the 
preseut owner. James Beard is the older 
ef the two brothers, both famous as ani- 
mal inters, himself for tame and 
his brother for wild animals, James Beard is a 
name hereditary in an old New Haven family. 
The father of the artists removed to Ohio fifty 
or sixty years ago, and James H. Beard was bora 
about 1815. In due time the usual peripatetic 
portrait-painter came round, Hanks by name, and 
young Beard learned to paint portraits (strong 
likenesses, but not flattering”’) at the reasonable 
price of $3 to $5 apiece. This was before he was 
14, at which age he left home and found his way 
to Pittsburg, and finally to Cincinnati, where he 
married and settled, and formed the acquaint- 
ance of prominent persons, such as Harrison, 
Olay, and Taylor. From-portraits James Beard 
proceeded to composition, and afterwards par- 
ticularly to animal painting, which is 
now his principal clags of subjects. Directly 
ander the great Alexander Farm” is 8 picture, 
The Night Before the Battle (No. 2), which far- 
nishes a better index of Beard’s qualities as an 
artist. It represents a group of Union soldiers 
sleeping by night within an earthwork, rolled in 
their blankets about a camp-fire, while Death. 
in the form of a ghastly skeleton, is pointing a 
piece of heavy artillery in the centre of the pict- 
ure. The story 10 strongly and terribly told, 
the drawing of the figures, concealed as they 
are in their blankets, is remarkable, and the 
light and accessories all contribute to the on- 
forcement of an idea which is pretty likely to 
prevent anybody's buying the picture for a pri- 
vate house. Another pictare by James is 
the Mutual Friend” (No. 325), in the southeast 
gallery,—three dogs, whoappear to have reached 
a result of arbitration not satisfactory to the 
contestants.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


The Red Cloud Commission Meet- 
ing with Serious Diffi- 
culties, 
Savage Dissatisfaction at the Change 
of the Meeting-Place: 


Red Deg Holds Informal Converse with 
the Commissioners. 


An Explanation of the Recent Troubles in 
Eastern Nevada. 


Propositions to Be Made by the Marsh Investigat- 
ing Commission. 


THE INVESTIGATING COMMISSIONERS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasatnoton, D. C., Sept. 9.—Of the Red 
Cloud Investigating Commission, there have ar- 
rived here Gov. Fletcher, of Missouri, Unair- 
man; Congressman Benjamin W. Harris, of 
Massachusetts; Congressman Charles J. Faulk- 
ner, of West Virginia; and Prof. G. W. Ather- 
ton, of New Jersey. The remaining members of 
the Commission will arrive to-morrow, when the 
first regular meeting will be heid. The members 
who are here assembled late this evening, upon 
the call of the Chairman, to arrange the prolim- 
inaries of the Washington meeting. Prof. 
Marsh was invited to be present to confer with 
the Commission prior to the formal meeting. He 
accepted the invitation. The first subject brought 
to the attention of the Commission was the re- 
quest of the representatives of the leading news- 
papers to be present at the sessions of the Com- 
mission and to be permitted to take verbatim re- 
ports. The Commission reserves its decision as 
to this request until to-morrow. All the meet- 
ings hitherto have been secret. It seems proba- 
bie to-night that the Commission will commit 
the blunder of holding secret meetings here, 
and will exclude all press representatives. Mem- 
bers of the Commission, before considering this 
application, already give out that the journal- 
ists are too numerous, and that the Commission 
expect to be criticized anyway. 

Au pot the Commiseioners have made no 


formal expression of their opinions. They will, 


however, mako a sweeping report relative to the 
present system of letting Indian contracts. 
Some of the Commissioners regard the present 
method of awards as sa premium on dishonest 
bidding. Instead of inviting bids for good arti- 
cles, the system is to select an infermr article 
because it is the cheapest. This is bad 

but, coupled with this,is the knowledge that, 
when a good article is selected, the contractor is 
allowed to deliver an inferior article, as in the case 
of the 3 — The Commssion will 
recommen al t Commissary or Quarter- 
master’s Department bo called upon to check the 
Indian Agents, that the supplies be inspected by 
army officers, and that the issue of supplies be 
supervised by them. The Commission will 
probably recommend that, instead of issuing beef

terior; Indian-Commuissioner Smith, Prof. 
Marsh, William Welsh, Samuel Walker, and J. 
Bosler, the beef contractor. The Commission 
still has a vast amount of work to perform, and 
the papers and witnesses yet to be examined 
will be very important. 

Lates—The Red Cloud Investigation Com- 
mission decided iate this evening to bold open 
sessions, commencing to-morrow morning. 

Prof. Marsh read to the Commis on in secret 
session another long personal statement, in 
which he criticized the conduct of the Interior 
Department since the investigation begaa.

THE NEVADA TROUBLE’. 

Dur Carex, Utah, Sept. 9.—The rumors of s 
general uprising of the Indians in the eastern 
parts of Nevada are causing much alarm. The 
first reports have been corroborated by the I[n- 
dians who havebbeen out for the pant five days, 
and arrived this morning from the vicinity of 
Cleveland's Ranche. From the best information 
gathered it is shown that all our Indian troubles 
originated in the following way: Two Indians 
showed two white men some rich quartz, the 
whites agreeing to pay for the same, but refused 
tostand by their contract. Quarrels ensued, and an 
Indian called Tobe shot the white men. Then two 
Indians were killed. As the reports of the affair 
were circulated from point to point without 
giving the cause for the same, the excited 
Indias believed they were the injured parties, 
which: impression resulted in their rendezvous- 
ing et prominent places, the better to facilitate 
an investigation into the trouble, which elicited 
the above facts. The Indian Tobe has been in 
great disrepute with his tribe for several years, 
he being of n vicious character and having 
caused trouble several times previous. He is 
looked upon as a wizard having extraordinary 
powers and is feared by all.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
RESULT OF THE TEoTS. 

The Custom-House Commission were yester- 
day engaged in examining the test-pits, and in a 
general survey of the building. They ques- 
tioned no witnesses, and paid their whole atten- 
tion to gathering statistics as to the carrying ca- 
pacity of the foundation and the soil under it. 

The fairest and best test that has been made 
by any commission was the one projected by 
this body, and now being carried out. They 
have erected a standard on the bed of concrete 
on which the foundation-stones stand, and have 
placed on a bearing surface of 1 square foot a 
weight of 20 tons of pig-iron.

To the Bditor of The Clnegoo Tribune: 

Curoaco, Sept. 4.—In answer to your corre- 
spondent in Friday’s Trarscne signing himself 
„A Mechanic,” I would answer there is no rea- 
son why an orgapization cannot be formed to 
molude all working men (and women, too,) 
which shall secure to the worker “‘a just re- 
muneration for his labor without bringing him 
in constant antagonisarto his employer.” Such 
an organization is found im the Order 
of the Sovereigns of Industry, which seeks 
through co-operation te harmonize interests 
commonly thought antagonistic. The firet step 
arrived at is for workmen to make what they do 
get go further; and this is accomplished by a 
large number (commonly one ouncil) combin- 
ing together in their purchases of family sup- 
plies, soas to buy at wholesale, then ouly buy 
for cash and buy as near as possible from the 
producer. This saves to the consumer the profits 
which otherwise would go to useless middle- 
men. Purchases for cash will always secure 
better rates than on credit, aud there is never

In their test for re- 
sistance, where their pit was dug down to the 
soft clay, they found that a weight of 4 tons to 
the square foot produced a settlement of 15% 
inches. When 81g tous of this was removed, 
and only 1,000 pounds left, it was found that the 
soil recovered itself and pressed up the weight 
3-18 of ap inch. in, when the test was first 
begun it was found that 1,000 pounds to the 
square foot produced no deflection, while twicé 
that weight did. 

From this Mr. Van Osdel infers‘ that it is not 
necessary to attain to mathematical exactness in 
weighting piers under the same building on such 
soil, and that if their loads approximate within 
half a ton to the sjzuare foot, that is near 
enough, because a difference like that will cause 
no unequal settlement as between adjoining 
piers. The first test also seems to prove the 
same gentleman's theory that the settlement un- 
der weight is due solely to the expression of the 
water from the clay, and that. when the first 
settlement is over, can be no further giving 
way. 2

POOR-HOUSE COAL. 
To the Miditor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Carcaco, Sept. 9.—The County Commission- 
ort are wise in their day and generation, and 
cannot be expected after such varied experience 
to let slip any opportunity for benefiting them- 
selves at the expense of the public. Contract 
day is the harvest festival with them. They are 
not slow in deciding what contracts pay the best, 
and a firm which refuses to divide stands no 
chance, A firm which, once tried, gives satis- 
faction, is seldom dropped by the ring for an in- 
experienced firm. Baker Bros. must have given 
satisfaction, or the ring would not rally round 
them again, even when prices, etc., seem detri- 
mental to the pubiic interests. It could be as- 
certained, were the Commissioners disposed, 
that Baker Bros. did not meet the contract re- 
quirements laat winter—tbat they erred in the 
quality if not quantity of their coal, sending to 
some poor families the refuse sweepings of 
their yards, consisting of coal-dust mixed with 
snow and ice. 

It is the easiest matter in the world to deal 
unfairly with the poor—who are often too igno- 
rant to knew whether the quality of coal sent 
them 1s good er the quantity sufficient. Lhe 
seldom think it worth while to compiain, and 
sometimes dare not lest the ration be cut off 
the offended official. Any firm can, if disposed, 
make money out of coal, no matter what the 
contract price. The firm may agree to deliver 
coal at less than the wholesale rate as the mine, 
and still make money for themselves and friends 
—the politicians and County Commissioners. It 
is dome by mixing, substitutions, and under- 
weights. Good coal is kept in one place, and 
poor in another. away from observation in some 
out-of-the-way yard where the mixing or substi- 
tution is carried on. Poor people are glad 

giad at times—to get a little eoal to 
keep them from freezing tocomplain, even when 
thoy know that they are ewindied as to quantity 
and quality by those who, ia charity's name, 
pocket the difference. J. E. 


BAILROAD PROBLEMS. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 


Burra, N. I., Sept. 4.—The great leak that 
railroad companies have for years tried in vain 
to stop is the failure of conductors to cancel 
tickets in accordance with official orders; and, 
uot being canceled, they may be resold. That 
they are so used is proven by the testimony of 
conductors themselves; one on the New York & 
‘New Haven Road, last autumn, confessing to a 
theft of 640,000. Another on the Boston & 
Maine selling uncanceied tickets to a diamond 
broker in Boston, which, being discovered, the 
clerk who made the purchases with full knowl- 
edge of the facts, thus being a party to the 
theft, was fined $1,100. 

No question has so puzzled railroad men as 
how to circumvent and put an end to this syn- 
tem of lifting and selling tickets. One remedy 
after another has been tried and proved imeffec- 
tual. The Pennsyivania Central, the largest 
trunk road in the country, recently issued an 
order requiring its conductors to adopt a new 
uniform, witheut pockets, over whieh should be 
worn & satchel, in which all the Company's prop- 
erty should be carried. Two days of trial in this 
uniform proved te the Company that no self- 
respecting man would submit to be spotted ass 
thief in such conspicuous fashion as this, all re- 
fusing to wear it. 

Through the courtesy of a friend, I have seen 
an invention which promises to settle finally and 
fully this vexed question. This is a station- 
ticket with concealed number inside, which can 
only be used once, since the conductor himself 
cannot know the destination of the passenger 
till he cancels the ticket by removing a perforat- 
ed disc which conceals the number of the station 
to which the passenger is going.
